JL.  California  was  organized  by  public  spirited  business 
men  of  this  State  in  March,  1895. 

Its  purposes  are :  To  encourage  the  manufacture  and 
production,  distribution  and  consumption  of  California 
products  of  all  kinds,  to  create  and  maintain  a  sentiment  in 
this  State  in  favor  of  the  use  of  home-made  article-  and 
home  products,  and  in  all  practical  ways  to  aid  in  the 
development  of  the  industrial  interests  of  the  whole  Stat< 

With  this  object  in  view  the  association  took   up  the 
matter  of  the  Pure  Food  question  of  several  years  ago.  and 
after  considerable  opposition  in  certain  quarters,  successfully 
obtained  the  enforcing  of  Pure  Food  laws,  and  also  assisl 
Congressman  Hepburn  in  the  passage  of  the  United  States 
Pure  Food  Law,  which  is  perhaps  the  most  important  law 
lately  passed  by  Congress.    This  was  a  two-fold  bent 
the  community,  in  that  it  not  only  helped  to  promot 
better  health  of  the  people,  but  was  also  a  decided  advantage 
to  the  manufacturers  or  producers  of  those  articles  «>t"  diet 
in  daily  use  by  causing  a  greater  demand  for  the  pure  product. 

It  further  was  largely  instrumental  in  protecting  the 
producers  of  the  State  from  ruinous  competition  from  various 
parts  of  the  East  of  adulterated  products  which  were  rapidly 
supplanting  the  genuine  goods  produced  in  California.

With  the  closing  days  of  1909,  and  as  a  final  act  in  the 
history  of  the  Manufacturers  and  Producers'  Association  of 
California,  just  prior  to  its  merging  with  the  California  State 
Board  of  Trade  and  The  California  Promotion  Committee 
into  the  California  Development  Board,  the  Directors  deemed 
it  opportune  to  issue  a  strong  appeal,  not  only  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  association,  but  also  to  the  general  public,  urg- 
ing them  to  use  and  patronize,  as  far  as  possible,  the  produce 
of  our  own  California  soil  and  the  wares  of  our  own  Cali- 
fornian  manufacturers. 

This  has  been  the  "war  cry"  of  the  Manufacturers  and 
Producers'  Association  of  California  during  the  past  fifteen 
years  of  its  existence;  it  has  been  the  pivot  upon  which 
most  of  its  efforts  have  turned,  and  this  sentiment  shall  fit- 
tingly form  its  last  appeal  whilst  it  is  still  known  as  the 
"Manufacturers  and  Producers'  Association  of  California." 

The  prosperity  of  any  city  or  state  depends  upon  the 
prosperity  of  its  industries,  and  to  assist  in  promoting  thai 
prosperity  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  patronize  its  indus- 
tries. Appeals  have  been  made  time  and  again  1>\  the  Vsso 
elation,  and  have  obtained  good  results 

The  indifference  and  apathy  which  existed  years  ago  is 
largely  disappearing,  and  much  greater  interest  in  the  sub- 
ject of  home  industries  has  made  itself  strongl)  fell  since  He- 
calamity  of  1906.    Business  men — yes.  and  business  vvonn 
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too — are  realizing  that  if  they  wish  to  see  our  San  Francisco 
the  Queen  of  the  Pacific,  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name,  they 
must  all  pull  together  in  one  mighty  effort,  and  that  can  best 
be  done  by  patronizing  everything  grown  or  made  in  our 
own  State. 

Panama-Pacific  International 
Exposition 

With  the  determination  of  our  citizens  to  hold  a  grand 
and  magnificent  World's  Exposition  in  1915,  which  will 
undoubtedly  eclipse  all  previous  efforts  in  that  direction,  it 
behooves  us  to  buckle  on  our  armor  and  ward  off  all  attempts 
made  by  seductive  foreign  manufacturers  and  producers  in 
the  effort  to  persuade  us  that  their  goods  are  the  best,  and 
that  they  alone  can  supply  us  with  what  we  really  need. 

During  the  few  short  years  intervening  between  now  and 
the  time  set  for  the  opening  of  the  Exposition  we  have  much 
to  do,  and  we  are  needing  all  the  prosperity  we  can  get  And 
how  can  we  better  secure  that  prosperity  than  by  teaching 
our  people  to  help  themselves  and  the  State  by  patronizing 
the  State's  industries?  Let  the  housewife  see  that  she  buys 
from  her  grocer  only  those  canned  fruits  and  vegetables 
which  are  produced  here  in  such  abundance  and  luscious- 
ness.  Why  should  she  be  content  with  the  same  class  of 
imported  goods  when  her  own  State  can  yield  far  better  and 
equally  as  cheap?  Why  should  she  be  satisfied  to  cook  those 
foods  on  a  foreign-made  stove  or  range  when  there  are,  in 
fact,  better  stoves  and  ranges  being  made  at  her  very  doors? 
And  why  should  she  pay  out  her  money  to  Eastern  manu- 
facturers? She  will  never  see  it  again.  But,  if  she  spends 
it  on  home-made  goods,  the  money  is  kept  here,  circulated 
here,  and  helps  to  give  her  husband  the  wages  necessary  to 
support  her  family.  Many  good  housewives  do  not  stop  to 
consider  this,  and  it  is  undoubtedly  true  that  much  evil  is 
done  in  this  way  more  "by  want  of  thought  than  by  want 
of  heart." 
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California  Produced  Nothing 
in  Pioneer  Days 

We  do  not  wish,  however,  to  be  too  hard  in  our  judg- 
ment in  this  matter,  as  we  must  remember  that  in  the  early 
pioneer  days  of  the  State's  existence  practically  nothing  was 
produced  or  made  here.  The  people  naturally  were  compelled 
to  use  imported  goods,  and  as  this  lasted  for  several  years  it 
became  natural  for  them  to  do  so.  Hence,  the  difficulty  in 
teaching  them  otherwise.  Fortunately,  however,  those  con- 
ditions have  ceased  to  exist. 

There  are  two  articles  of  apparel  which  every  man  and 
woman  must  of  necessity  wear,  namely,  a  hat  and  a  pair 
of  shoes.  If  every  man  determined  to  wear  a  hat  made 
in  California,  and  every  man  and  woman  to  wear  a  pair 
of  shoes  made  in  California,  what  immense  industries  would 
arise;  what  large  factories  would  spring  up;  what  an  army 
of  people  would  be  employed;  what  an  enormous  sum  would 
be  paid  in  wages,  and  remember  those  wages  would  be  spent 
here,  would  circulate  here,  and  the  whole  community  would 
be  vastly  benefited  and  prosperity  would  be  on  every  side! 
If  the  worker  owned  his  own  home,  how  its  value  would 
increase. 

It  is  not,  perhaps,  known  by  every  one  that  the  leather  of 
which  our  California  shoes  are  made  is  tanned  in  California, 
and  that  for  quality  and  endurance  it  cannot  be  beaten. 
Indeed,  so  excellent  is  it  that  Eastern  manufacturers  buy  il 
in  large  quantities,  make  it  up  into  shoes,  and  then  ship 
them  back  as  an  Eastern  shoe.  And  yet  only  about  12% 
of  our  people  are  at  present  patronizing  our  shoes  made  here 
This  doubtless  is  owing  to  a  deep-seated  prejudice  in  favor 
of  the  imported  article,  arising  from  the  cause  just  men 
tioned,  but  which  can  and  will  be  removed  In  time.  V.nd  it 
is  only  a  question  of  time  and  perseverance,  "Nothing  al 
tempted  nothing  done"  is  an  old  and  true  axiom,     It  we 
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satisfy  ourselves  by  sitting  still  and  talking,  it  is  sure  noth- 
ing will  be  done.  We  must  be  up  and  doing.  We  must 
show  to  our  people  what  we  are  really  capable  of  accom- 
plishing, and,  having  once  shown  them,  the  rest  will  be  com- 
paratively easy. 

Duties  of  Our  Native  Sons 
and  Daughters 

But,  when  referring  to  "our  people,"  we  mean  primarily 
Californians  by  birth,  those  born  and  raised  in  California. 
Our  native  sons  and  native  daughters.  To  these  this  appeal 
should  strike  home.  They  above  any  others  should  have 
their  State's  best  interests  at  heart.  Are  not  their  homes, 
their  families,  their  interests  and  business  here? 

Those  who  are  devoting  their  energies  to  the  increase  of 
their  business,  and  who  are  anxious  to  give  it  all  the  publicity 
possible  through  the  medium  of  the  printer,  remember  that 
our  publishers,  our  printers  and  our  lithographers  are  fully 
equipped  with  the  most  modern  and  up-to-date  printing  presses 
and  machinery,  which  enables  them' to  compete  successfully 
with  outside  firms,  and  that  support  given  to  the  printing 
industry  of  California  is  of  immense  importance  to  the  welfare 
of  the  State.  Booklets  and  catalogues  can  be  printed  hero, 
large  or  small,  just  as  cheaply  and  as  well  as  those  printed  in 
any  part  of  the  country. 

And  to  the  school  teachers  throughout  the  whole  State 
we  would  urgently  appeal.  You  can  help  us  more,  perhaps, 
than  you  have  stopped  to  consider.  You  can  by  wise  and 
judicious  teachings  instill  a  deep  sentiment  into  the  minds 
of  your  scholars.  Tell  them  what  is  grown  here,  what  is 
made  here.  Tell  them  when  they  go  home  to  ask  their  par 
ents  if  what  they  eat  and  drink  comes  from  our  own  soil, 
and  if  what  they  wear  or  use  is  made  in  California.  I  hi  y 
in  turn  will  become  interested  and  will  ask  themselves  the 
question  whether  they  cannot  best  help  themselves  bj 
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the  State.  The  whole  question  is  one  of  such  importance 
that  it  must  be  continually  kept  before  the  public. 

A  statesman  was  once  asked  the  way  in  which  a  certain 
political  party  could  best  obtain  its  end.  His  reply  was : 
"First,  agitate ;  secondly,  agitate ;  thirdly,  agitate."  Herein 
lies  the  key  to  the  success  of  our  endeavors. 

It  is  remarkable  how  many  people  are  in  ignorance  of 
what  is  produced  from  Californian  soil.  The  following  are 
some  of  the  fruits — namely,  apples,  apricots,  blackberries, 
cherries,  currants,  gooseberries,  grapes,  nectarines,  oranges, 
pears,  peaches,  plums,  quinces,  raspberries,  strawberries,  etc. 
Most  of  these  are  canned  and  exported  in  immense  quanti- 
ties, and  are  known  the  world  over  for  their  superior  quality 
and  flavor.  There  are  annually  immense  consignments  to 
Great  Britain,  and  Continental  Europe,  Australia,  South 
America  and  the  Islands  of  the  Pacific. 

The  canning  industry  is  one  of  the  largest  of  our  State, 
and  the  method  employed  is  superior  to  any  other.  No  pre- 
servatives are  used.  The  preserving  is  done  by  sterilization — 
by  heat  alone.  Chemical  preservation  is  unnecessary.  Why 
then,  we  ask,  when  we  can  grow  such  delicious  fruits  in 
California,  and  export  such  vast  quantities,  a  fact  in  itself 
sufficient  to  prove  their  excellence,  do  we  want  to  import 
the  same  articles?  Every  can  of  imported  fruit  or  vegeta- 
bles is  a  money  loss  to  the  State.  The  remarks  concerning 
our  fruits  also  applies  to  our  vegetables,  amongst  which  are 
asparagus,  artichokes,  beans,  beets,  celery,  carrots,  cabbage, 
melons,  onions,  olives,  potatoes,  sprouts,  spinach,  turnips, 
tomatoes,  etc. 

Horticultural  and  Viticultural  Industries 

Our  fruits  and  vegetables  are,  however,  not  by  any  means 
the  only  products  of  our  soil.  We  have  our  wheat,  barley, 
oats,  hops,  and  other  cereals.  From  our  barley  and  hops  is 
made  some  of  the  best  beer  in  the  world.  From  our  mag- 
nificent vineyards  are  produced  those  luscious  grapes,  the 
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wine  from  which  has  already  made  California  famous. 
European  connoisseurs  have  declared  that  California  wines 
are  equal  in  flavor  and  quality  to  the  celebrated  French  and 
German  wines.  Why  not,  then,  when  entertaining  your 
friends,  let  us  say  at  a  birthday  party,  or  any  other  convivial 
occasion,  drink  their  health  in  California  wine?  Do  you 
think  that  by  ordering  an  imported  wine,  which  is  often  more 
than  double  the  price  of  our  own,  you  are  showing  yourself 
to  your  friends  as  a  man  of  substance?  Every  imported 
bottle  of  wine  used  helps  to  retard  our  State's  progress,  and 
keeps  employment  away  from  our  workers  in  the  vineyard. 
The  wine  industry  alone  is  worth  $25,000,000  annually  to 
the  State  and  could  be  increased  easily  tenfold.  Do  you 
wish  to  help  destroy  this  revenue  instead  of  increasing  it? 

In  addition  to  the  fruits,  vegetables  and  cereals,  we  also 
have  our  marble  and  granite,  sandstone  and  slate  quarries. 
Experts  of  the  best  standing  have  declared  that  our  marbles 
are  the  equal  of  any  in  the  world. 

Our  Building  Materials 

To  those  engaged  in  building  operations,  we  appeal  and 
urge  them  to  use  the  materials  necessary  in  constructing  a 
city,  which  are  taken  from  our  California  quarries.  This 
would  give  employment  to  thousands  of  marble  and  stone 
workers  in  this  State. 

We  now  pass  to  those  articles  which  are  manufactured 
here  in  California,  but  which  are  still  imported  in  larg< 
quantities  from  Eastern  States  and  abroad.  It  would,  of 
course,  be  absurd  to  adopt  as  our  slogan  the  cry,  "Use 
nothing  that  is  not  Californian."  Competition  is  good  for 
every  industry,  and  it  stimulates  our  manufacturers  as  noth 
ing  else  can  do.  What  we  ask  is  that  price  and  quality  being 
equal,  give  preference  to  our  own  goods.  Too  often  the  con- 
sumer is  told,  "Oh,  but  you  cannot  beat  these  goods,  which 
are  made  in  so-and-so,"  and  he  almost  as  often  accepts  that 
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statement  without  question  and  without  trial.  But  when 
once  a  trial  is  made  of  the  home  manufactured  article,  the 
chances  are  greatly  in  favor  of  his  always  using  the  home 
product. 

Farming  and  Mining  Implements 

To  the  farmer  let  us  appeal  in  using  farm  implements, 
such  as  plows,  rollers,  threshing  machines,  separators,  wagons, 
trucks,  wheelbarrows,  pitchforks,  spades,  irrigating  machin- 
ery, etc.,  all  of  which  are  made  in  California,  and  are  the 
equal  of  any  made  elsewhere. 

To  the  miner  we  would  say  that  all  kinds  of  mining 
machinery  and  drills  are  also  made  here  and  all  the  most 
modern  and  up-to-date  implements.  These  are  our  pumps 
and  compressors,  artesian  well-boring  apparatus,  smelting 
machines,  and  a  host  of  others  too  numerous  to  mention. 

To  the  architects,  builders  and  contractors,  we  would  say 
that  practically  all  the  material  supplies  needed  for  those 
engaged  in  that  profession  or  business  are  manufactured  in 
California,  such  as  iron  and  steel  work,  both  structural  and 
ornamental,  artificial  stone,  building  stone,  granite,  marble, 
cement,  clay  products,  such  as  brick  and  terra  cotta,  doors 
and  shutters,  elevators,  expanded  metal  and  fire  proofing,  fire 
escapes,  gas  and  steamfitters'  supplies,  glass  windows  for 
churches  and  other  decorations,  cooking  stoves  and  ranges, 
furniture  and  interior  fittings,  doors,  sash  blinds,  mill  and 
cabinet  work  and  other  items  almost  ad  infinitum. 

Now  to  the  navy  men,  let  us  tell  you  that  we  manufac- 
ture here  nautical  instruments  of  every  description,  also  ship's 
lamps  and  reflectors,  etc.,  and  that  seafaring  men  have  pro- 
nounced them  as  good  as  any  they  have  used  which  are  made 
by  Eastern  manufacturers,  and  also  equally  as  cheap. 

Appeal  to  California  Women 

To  the  women  of  California  we  would  also  strongly 
appeal.    Do  you  know  that  we  manufacture  all  varieties  and

Exhibition  Structure  Made  En* 
tirely  of  California  Articles 
to  Be  Erected 

Practically  every  manufacturer  in 
northern  California  who  is  engaged  in 
making  terra  cotta  articles  was  present 
III''  an  informal  conference  held  yes- 
terday with  State  Mineralogist  Lewis 
m  Aubury.  At  this  session  each  pledged 
himself  to  further  and  advocate  the 
uipe  of  California  materials  in  the  erec- 
tion of  California  buildings. 

According  to  declarations  at  this  con- 
ference this  state  has  the  best  and 
probably  the  most  extensive  deposit* 
of  clav  in  the  country. 
•  As  a  result  of  the  meeting  it  was 
agreed  that  an  exhibition  structure, 
riiade  entirely  of  California  products, 
shall  be  built  at  the  mining  bureau  in 
the  ferry  building,  to  which  all  will 
contribute  in  construction.  A  perma- 
nent exhibition  of  California  structural 
materials  of  all  kinds  will  also  be 
placed  in  the  bureau. 

I'if  As  the  beginning  on  this  campaign 
5  Aubury  has  prepared  for  distribution 
among  architects  1,000  copies  of  the 
\  state  law  affecting  the  use  of  state  ma- 
terials. This  law  declares  *that  pref- 
erence shall  be  given  in  state,  county 
lor  city  contracts  to  goods  wholly  or  in 
I' part  manufactured,  grown  or  produced 
tin  California,  and  that  a  statement  of 
isuch  preferment  must  be  introduced  in 
the  advertisement  calling  for  bids. 
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grades  of  gloves,  both  driving  and  walking,  including  those 
made  of  calf,  buckskin,  dressed  kid  and  suede,  reindeer,  goat- 
skin, etc.?  California  produces  more  gloves  than  any  other 
State  in  the  Union,  excepting  New  York  and  Illinois.  Why, 
then,  do  you  ask  for  a  foreign  made  glove?  Can  you  not 
see  what  an  immense  revenue  would  accrue  to  our  own 
State  by  simply  wearing  our  own  gloves?  And  they  are 
cheaper.  Also  with  respect  to  articles  of  the  toilet.  We 
manufacture  soaps  here,  which  are  made  of  finest  tallow, 
this  being  one  of  our  most  important  products,  and  cocoa 
oil  extracted  from  the  cocoanuts  of  the  Pacific  Islands. 

Other  articles  in  large  demand  by  ladies  we  also  manu- 
facture, such  as  knitted  goods  of  every  description  (also  for 
gentlemen).  We  have  large  factories  here  of  these  goods, 
which  supply  the  very  best  quality  and  as  cheaply  as  the 
imported  goods.  Silk  goods,  too,  are  also  manufactured  here, 
and  there  is  in  California,  within  a  very  few  miles  of  San 
Francisco,  the  only  silk  thread  mills  west  of  Michigan.  From 
the  raw  material  everything  in  the  silk-thread  line  is  manu- 
factured. Hundreds  are  employed  in  these  mills,  and  hun- 
dreds more  could  be  given  work  if  the  ladies  of  California 
would  patronize  the  California  made  articles. 


The  municipalities  of  the  State  have  been  ordered  by  law 
to  use  home-made  goods  and  products  whenever  price  and 


products  it  is  the  employees  of  California  who  arc  paid  for 
their  services  by  the  people  of  their  own  State. 

The  Manufacturers  and  Producers'  Association  of  Cali- 
fornia would  urgently  ask  that  the  matron  of  the  home 
would  bear  in  mind  that  when  preparing  the  table  she  could 
obtain  California  baking  powder  and  similar  necessities  for

quality  are  equal.  Js  this  law  observed?_  We  are  sorry  to  j 
say  that  in  some  instances  it  is  not,  and  if  there  is  any  class 
of    men   in    duty  bound  to  encourage  the    use  of  home

the  daily  diet  superior  to  those  imported  and  equally  as  cheap. 
It  is  impossible  here  to  dwell  upon  everything  manufactured 
in  our  own  State.  Space  permits  us  only  to  touch  the  fringe 
of  them,  but  we  hope  enough  has  been  said  which  will  con- 
vince the  dwellers  in  our  Golden  State  that  we  have  the  re- 
sources of  an  empire,  and  all  that  is  needed  is  a  sufficient 
demand,  by  our  own  people,  to  develop  those  resources  to 
such  an  extent  that  they  not  only  will  be  able  to  satisfy  all 
our  local  needs,  but  also  to  export  large  quantities  to 
foreign  countries. 

Possibilities  of  Our  Great  State 

It  has  been  stated  that  if  a  Chinese-  wall  were  built 
around  the  great  State  of  California  we  could  still  produce 
all  the  necessities  and  luxuries  required  by  our  own  people, 
and  have  a  great  surplus  of  products  and  manufactures  with 
which  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  less  favored  parts  of 
the  world. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  in  time  California  will  become  one  of 
the  wealthiest  and  most  desirable  States  in  the  Union.  Nature 
has  bestowed  upon  her  a  magnificent  climate  and  wonderful 
resources.  The  land  is  indeed  typical  of  the  land  of  "Milk 
and  Honey"  referred  to  in  the  Scripture,  and  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  "Promised  Land,"  given  to  the  children  of  Israel, 
might  well  refer  to  California :  "A  good  land,  a  land  of 
brooks  of  water,  of  fountains  and  depths  that  spring  out  of 
valleys  and  hills;  a  land  of  wheat  and  barley  and  vines,  of 
fig  trees  and  pomegranites ;  a  land  of  oil,  olive  and  honey ; 
a  land  wherein  thou  shalt  eat  bread  without  scarceness,  thou 
shalt  not  lack  anything  in  it;  a  land  whose  stones  are  iron, 
and  out  of  whose  hills  thou  mayest  dig  gold."
